From our observation to 
date, I believe each of these will have a definite place in fruit growing. However, trials have been limited 
so they are offered particularly to those of you who derive a special pleasure in the trial and testing of new 
things. The supply of each of these is very limited—so order at once. 


SEPTEMBER - FALL BEARING RED RED RASPBERRY 


Another brand new two crop red raspberry originating from the New York Experiment Station, This 
looks like a winner to us, especially for its fine summer crop. Berries are of excellent size, a little larger than 
Latham. Beautiful bright red and firm. Quality is good. Plants are vigorous, hardy, healthy and productive 
here. We like it for freezing too. Our yield here was at the rate of over three-quarters ton per acre from a plant- 
ing just one year old—the first crop. First picking was July 8 and then on to August 12. The fall crop is about 
the same as Indian Summer only somewhat earlier. The fall crop is not too dependable here. Supply very limited.

apple trees. Hardy and easy to grow, they require 
no more space than a large shrub. 


The only reliable hardy, true dwarf type apple trees, 
that can be grown in the Great Plains area, are those 
grown on the true CLARK DWARFING stock. 


Our method of growing these trees follows the recom- 
mendations of the late Prof. T. J. Maney of Iowa State 
College at Ames, Iowa. It was his idea to graft a 
section of the Clark dwarfing stock on the stem of a 
hardy vigorous variety, such as Virginia Crab, then to 
graft the desired variety, such as Jonathan or Delicious, 
on the Clark stock, thus dwarfing the variety on top. 


This method insures a strong, hardy, vigorous root 
system and, through the influence of the Clark stock, 
the variety grafted on it is dwarfed. 


Varieties grown on the true Clark dwarf stock come 
into bearing when quite young, usually setting some 
fruit buds when growing in the nursery row. 


The fruit is normal to above normal in size on the 
dwarf trees and the shape, color and flavor remain 
the same for the variety. 


From observation, I will suggest that these trees be 
planted ten feet apart. They will vary somewhat in 
the extent to which they are dwarfed, from very dwarf, 
to semi-dwarf and, in some cases, to probably three- 
quarters dwarf, depending on the influence of the soil, 
method of pruning the variety, and the variety itself. 


Also, from observation, I recommend that the Clark 
dwarf apple trees be pruned quite heavily each year. 
Pruning should be largely confined to heading back 
most of the terminal twig growth early in the spring, 
and the removal of all crossing and _ interfering 
branches.
